The State never did quite free 
itself from the load fastened upon 
it in 1868. it has recovered the use 
of its Legislative power, and it has 
gained some foot-hold in the Judi- 
ciary.

STATE THECONVENTION--TIME 
AND PLACE. 

The State Executive Committee 
which meets next week will deter- 
mine both the time at which the 
Convention ought to be called and 
the place at which it shall be held, 
and the committee should have the 
benefit of every expression of pub- 
lic opinion which has yet been made 
to guide them. In regard to time, 
one single circumstance must con- 
trol them, which is the time fixed 
for the helding of the "National 
Democratic Convention. That is 
at St. Lonis on the 27th day of 
June. It is necessary that North 
Carolina appoint its delegates, which 
appointment cannot he postponed to 
a later period than would allow 
them time to reach St. Louis con- 
veniently, which could not be less 
than one week after the day fixed 
for the meeting of the State Cou- 
vention. This should be on Tues- 
day the 20th or Wednesday the 21st 
of June, as the latest practicable 
days for its assembling. 

The postponement of the election 
until November makes the intervui 
between nomination and election a 
longer one than usual, and suggests 
the objection of a long campaign. 
Is this an objection? We think, 
most decidedly not. A campaign 
does not necessarily imply continued 
ferment and excitement through the 
whole period of its duration. But 
it is well known that nothing is 
done until it is fairly opened, be- 
cause men will not act except with 
an immediate object. Look at the 
objects embraced in the campaign 
of 1876. It is National as well as 
State. It is general as well as local. 
It embraces the election of a Presi- 
dent of the United States, It in- 


| cludes the election of members of 


Congress. It selects the Governor 
of the State, the officers of the De- 
partments, the menibers of the Leg- 
islature, the vast army of county 
officers, and last, but far from being 
least, the adoption of the amend- 
ments submiiicd bv the Constitn- 
tional Convention. Now this is 
work that cannot be hurried over. 
Each single subject is tremendous 
within itself.
